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THE QUEEN’S VISIT TO IRELAND, 


PREPARATIONS IN DUBLIN. 

During the past week Dublin has been filling almost to 
overflow. The hotels were crowded with the Irish nobility; and 
such has been the demand for quarters that sume of the principal 
hotelkeepers have been obliged to take lodging-houses for the 
accommodation of the suites of their guests. There has been, 
besides, an immense influx of English and foreign travellers, 
which has been steadily increasing since her Majesty announced 
her intention of visiting Ireland. As a matter of course, a 
prodigious stimulus has been given to trade, and ‘hat, too, at 
the period of the year when it is most required. The garrison 
has been reinforced by the 8th Hussars and the 71st Highland 
Light Infantry; the latter are to be encamped in Phoenix park. 
The 7th Hussars and the battery of artillery from Kilkenny 
were expected early in the week. The gunsheds in Portobello 
Barracks are fitted up as temporary stables for the extra 
cavalry. Such was the demand for standing-room to obtain a 
glimpse of royalty, that all the seats on platforms, either in 
course of erection or merely planned, have been bought up at 
any price, while the competition for windows altogether 
exce description, A shopkeeper in Leinster-street refused 
£60 for the upper part of his house. 

Towards the middle of the week neither in the city nor the out- 
lets could accommodation be procured, the most extravagant offers 
of remuneration being in several instances refused by the proprietors. 


DUBLIN CASTLE AND THE ROYAL LODGE. 

The preparations for the reception of her Majesty at the Castle 
and Viceregal-lodge are in active progress towards completion. On 
Tuesday morning twenty-four horses and two carriages, intended 
for the use of her Majesty the Queen and Prince Albert and the 
royal suite, were lauued at the North-wall, and conveyed thence to 
the castle, where the carriages were put up, and fourteen of the 
harness-horses put tostable; the other ten, being saddle-horses of 
great beauty, were sent to the Lord Lieutenant’s mews, at the Vice- 
regal-lodge. 

TRIUMPHAL ARCHES, ILLUMINATIONS, AND THE 

PROCESSION. 

It would be impossible to conceive a greater contrast betwixt 
Dublin in the summer of 1849 and the same metropolis a little 
earlier a year ago. Then the cry was separation; but now one sole 
desire seems to animate the entire population, viz., to draw closer 
the bonds of union, and to regard this visit of her Majesty as a 
pledge of future amity and more perfect brotherhood between the 
people of both countries. Without obliging the inhabitants to illu- 
minate, the Lord Mayor has said enough to secure a very general 
and magnificent aaplay in this respect; and, while we write, the 
triumphal arches are in process of completion. : 

Ata meeting of “the committee for arranging her Majesty’s 
reception,” the churchwardens of the different parishes undertook 
to ascertain the number of parishioners who desired to take part in 
the procession, in order to have places set apart for them, Win- 
dows in the line of the procession have been letting at six guineas 
each. The committee had given their sanction to Messrs Williams 
to raise a triumphal arch at their own expense in Gardiner’s-row. 

The Nelson Monument trustees have decorated the pillar, and 
Professor Gluckman will exhibit the electric light upon the gallery 
at the top of it, as an additional attraction in the illumination of 
the city. In fact, the excitement and enthusiasm attending the 
advent of our gracious Sovereign grow apace, and all other pur- 
suits, occupations, and all thoughts are merged in a common 
effort to give her a hearty and befitting reception. 

The Marquis of Londonderry, the Marquis of Donegal, and the 
Marquis of Drogheda, the Karl of Glengall, the Earl of Erne, Lord 
Stradbroke, Lord Lismore, Lord Listowel, and Lord Miltown, have 
arrived in order to be in attendance upon her Majesty. 

The labours of the committee for the arrangement of the Queen's 
reception continue unremittingly, The appearance of the streets 
as one passes along betokens on every side preparations for & unl- 
versal gala. Even the poorhouses have been ransacked for 
painters, carpenters, and other artificers, at this moment. 


INVITATION OF THE LORD MAYOR OF DUBLIN TO 

THE LORD MAYOR OF LONDON. 
_ We have reason to believe that the Lord Mayor of Dublin will 
invite Sir James Duke, the Lord Mayor of London, to Dublin, 
upon the occasion of her Majesty’s visit to the capital of Treland, 
and that the motive is the dogs one of paying respect to the 
Queen and increasing the confidence of the Irish people in the 
determination of the sister kingdom to make the most strenuous 
efforts for the service of Ireland. 


THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS, 

At all the public and Government buildings the preparations for 
the reception of the Queen have been extensive. 

The Post-office will be lit on the night of her Majesty’s arrival in 
a very splendid manner, with variegated lamps and devices of an 
elegant description. 

The club-houses in Stephen’s-green, Dawson-street, Kildare- 
street, and Sackville-street, are making ample preparations for 
illuminating ; and a large number of workmen at the principal 
hotels, such as the Imperial, Gresham’s, Morrison’s, &c., are busily 
engaged in painting and decorating the fronts of the houses, fitting 
up gaspipes with devices, &c., to welcome her Majesty. 

At the Royal Hibernian Academy, on Saturday, a number of 
mechanics were employed putting up devices, pipes, and other 
requisites for an illumination, In fact, there is not a public edifice 
in the metropolis, particularly those in the line marked out for the 
procession, where the bustle of preparation is not observable, and 
private citizens are also actively engaged in like operations. 

It has been stated, on respectable author.ty, that a sum of over 
£3000 has been appropriated by the Academy board for the purpose 
of illuminating the public Government buildings of the city. 

The windows of the occupied houses in Baggot-street have been 
all taken at prices varying from six to ten guineas each window, 
In Nassau-street, Grafion-street, Westmoreland-street, and Sack- 
ville-street, windows bring high figures. On the Circular-road 
above the canal-bridge leading to the park, there are two large 
platforms in course of construction, 


THE QUEEN’S PRIVATE CARRIAGE, 

The Queen’s private carriage—the vehicle in which her Majest 
will be conveyed from Sandymount-avenue to the Viceregal- 
lodge in the park—is an open barouche, of light and elegant 
construction, capable of containing two persons only, It is 
painted in royal blue, the wheels and malar york of the same 
eolour, interlined with white. ‘The royal arms are painted on 
the panels. The interior is lined with royal blue tabinet. It will 
be drawn by four horses only, with postillions and outriders dressed 
in the private livery of her Majesty.

PHCNIX-PARK, DUBLIN, 

Exactly one hundred and two years 
ago this splendid public demesne was 
finally enclosed under the viceroyalty 
of the famous Earl of Chesterfield, one 
of the few men who understood the 
difficulties of governing Ireland with 
justice, or who possessed the enlightened 
spirit to confess her wants, and the 
honour to desire to supply them. It 
is to his accomplished taste that Dublin 
first owed the embellishment of its park, 
by laying out into grounds and planta- 
tions that campum rudem et incultum 
of which, according to the record of the 
Phenix Pillar, it originally consisted. 
This pillar, composed entirely of Port- 
land stone, was erected by his lordship 
in the year 1747. It consists of a base 
and pedestal supporting a shaft and 
capital surmounted by a phenix, and 
making the total elevation ofthe column, 
thirty feet.

saint of Erin. Near to the first church of St. Patrick was a holy 
well, which still lies, dark and deep, beneath the pavement of the 

resent edifice, and bears the name of Ireland's saint. Comyn, the 

ratarchbishopof Dublin, pulled down the old church, and erected on 
the same spot a more extensive building, which his successor, in 
1225, united with the Priory of the Holy Trinity, or Christ Church, 
and denominated a cathedral, Since then, from time to time, many 
additions have been made, amongst them the square steeple and 
the spire—the latter standing on the former, and both measuring 
221 feet. More recently the cathedral has been in a great measure 
rebuilt, and remains one of the finest specimens of the early archi- 
tecture of Ireland. ‘The interior ig somewhat gloomy and monoto- 
nous, owing to the simple style which marks this species of archi. 
tecture, ‘The nave is separated from its aisles by plain arches and 
Octangular pillars, The archbishop’s throne is of richly-carved 
oak; over the stalls of the Knights of St. Patrick are displayed the 
banner, helmet, and sword of each knight; and, when the organ 
peals throughout the vast interior, the mind irresistibly goes back 
to tines when religion and chivalry mingled their solemn and gor- 
geous pageantry. The choir is, perhaps, the most interesting portion 
of the interior; the arches which divide the centre from the aisle 
apring up from clustered columns, each component shaft of which 
terminates in a small capital composed of foliage. Amongst the 
monumental soulptures, remarkable for the celebrated names which 
they commemorate, En Magus'ry will pause with especial interest

Generally, however, the nitrous acid sold by druggists may 
be diluted with a little more than twice the quantity of water, 
and be permitted to remain about the time mentioned to 
produce the effect of the cuts shown at page 40; but until the 
student has, by experience, acquired a knowledge of the 
action of the acid, it will be advisable to make frequent 
examinations of the etching, lest the tints are bit too dark, 
n order to effect this the acid must be poured off, and then the 
plate carefully washed with water, and dried either by blowing 
with a pair of bellows or by dabbing with a very soft handker. 
chief; a portion of the etching-ground can then be removed 
by the Scraper (see page 40), If the line is not dark enough 
the plate can be stopped up with varnish, and when dry the 
acid can be again applied. It is, perhaps, well to mention that 
the common Brunswick black, used for blacking chimney orna- 
ments, is a very good varnish for stopping out. This varnish 
may be had at any oilshop ; but a very superior description is 
prepared by Crease and Son, Cow-cross-street, Smithfield, A 
plate, if covered with this varnish and permitted to dry, will 
as effectually resist the action of acid as if covered by the 
etching ground; but it is not go proper for the purpose of 
etching, as it cannot be so neatly remoyed by the point. 
Care must be taken in all cases not to put the acid on 
the plate until the varnish is dry. If this is not attended 
to the varnish, instead of rotecting the oer, will rise to 
the surface of the acid, wad ite late will bite into holes in 
such portions as the varnish has een removed from, It ma 
be easily known when the varnish ig sufficiently dry, by 
breathing on it: if the breath remains for some time on the 
surface, the acid may be applied with safety; but if it rapidly
